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Nation still exploring 
Beloit opportunity 

Casino would be the Nation’s fourth site

According to a report in the Beloit 
Daily News, the Nation still has 
hopes for building a casino in Beloit, 
WI. If approved and built, the 
casino would satisfy the 4th site ap- 
proved in the Nation’s Gaming 
Compact with the State of Wiscon- 
sin. 

In October 2009, the Nation pur- 
chased 26 acres of land that had 
been targeted for the development of 
an off-reservation casino by the Bad 
River Band of Lake Superior 
Chippewa and St. Croix Chippewa. 
Although support for the casino was 
given by local voters in a referen- 
dum, the BIA eventually denied the 
application, citing the distance be- 
tween Beloit and the two reserva- 
tions. 

The Beloit area has been one of 
the hardest hit in the current eco- 
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nomic recession and voters 
supported the Chippewa’s 
desire to bring jobs into the 
area. 

According to Beloit Man- 
ager, Larry Arft, everything 
was on schedule when a 
January 2008 ruling by the 
Department of the Interior 
changed everything. Offi- 
cials notified 1 1 tribal gov- 
ernments, including the two 
Chippewa tribes, that their 
applications for off-reserva- 
tion gaming sites were being 
denied. 

In reference to the Indian 
Gaming Regulatory Act 


(IGRA) of 1988, then Asso- 
ciate Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Carl Altman stated, 
“although IGRA was in- 
tended to promote economic 
development on reserva- 
tions, it was not intended to 
encourage the establishment 
of Indian gaming facilities 
far from existing reserva- 
tions.” When denying cer- 
tain applications, Interior 
officials relied primarily on 
the distance between the 
proposed casino and the 
reservation. The ruling 
noted that tribal members 
would not directly benefit 


from jobs created at off- 
reservation sites and might 
have to leave their homes on 
the reservation to gain em- 
ployment. 

The Nation was originally 
opposed to the Chippewa’s 
building a casino in Beloit, 
claiming that the area was 
part of its aboriginal terri- 
tory. Because it does not 
have reservation status, it is 
unclear if the January 2008 
ruling would affect the Na- 
tion. 

Arft stated that in recent 
communications with the 
Ho-Chunk Nation, he has 


received support and assur- 
ances that the Nation has 
been consulting with the 
BIA and is working to pre- 
pare the necessary docu- 
ments. 

A spokesperson for the 
Nation confirmed the Nation 
continues to have a serious 
interest in building a casino 
in the area. While no 
timetable has been set, the 
Nation has been performing 
due diligence and initiating 
dialogue, laying the ground- 
work for a successful appli- 
cation to the Department of 
the Interior.

Hello, my name is Judy and 
I’ve been a Registered Nurse 
at the Ho-Chunk Health Care 
Center in Black River Falls 
for about a year. I wanted to 
introduce myself (if we 
haven’t already met) and 
make you aware of the 
BASICS class held in Black 
River Falls starting the first 
Monday of every month and 
at the House of Wellness on a 
regular basis. The program is 
open to patients with diabetes 
and pre-diabetes, as well as 
support people (children, 
spouses, caregivers) who 
would like to attend for more 
information. 

Just recently I began work- 
ing as the Nurse Educator, 
joining the clinic as it strives 
towards improving the health- 


care of all our patients. In this 
role, I hope to act as a re- 
source for you as you navi- 
gate your path to wellness.

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A financially sound resolution

In a struggling economy 
perhaps one of the best reso- 
lutions one can make for 
2011, is to become financially 
stable. For some this may be 
an unknown territory, few 
have mastered the art of being 
fiscally fit. There is a lot of 
hard work and budgeting in- 
volved but it is entirely possi- 
ble for everyone to attain. 

The most important thing 
and the first thing a person 
needs to do is take a look at 
your debts and find a way to 
pay it down. For some this 
may mean cutting back on 
such luxuries as an expensive 
five dollar cup of coffee a 
day.

The amount you 
should deposit is only what 
you feel comfortable with. 
Whether it’s a dollar a week 
or one hundred dollars a 
month the choice is yours. 

No matter what your age it 
is never too late to start plan- 
ning for your retirement. If 
you company offers a 40 IK 
consider taking a plan out. 


Every dollar that you save 
today will benefit your tomor- 
row. How much you choose 
to save is up to you. Talking 
with a representative about 
40 IK can give you advice on 
how much you should be sav- 
ing and how much will be 
available to you when you do 
retire. 

Life Insurance is always a 
good thing to have. Many 
companies offer very good 
life insurance for a low 
monthly payment. Some em- 
ployers also offer life insur- 
ance to their employees. If 
you don’t have life insurance 
it is worth looking into. A big 
expense for many parents is 
their children’s college educa- 
tion.

The Nation’s BIA Roads Division 
helps bring communities together

As part of the Nation’s 
commitment to be a good 
neighbor in the communities 
where its members live and 
work, the Nation’s BIA Roads 
Division works on projects 
designed to benefit those 
tribal members, the Nation’s 
infrastructure and the general 
public throughout a 14 county 
area in Wisconsin. 

Speaking from his Tomah 
office, Transportation Planner 
Jon Schrader explained the 
Nation is allocated funds from 
the BIA Indian Reservation 
Roads (IRR) Program and 
uses that funding to plan, de- 
sign, construct and maintain 
public roads that provide di- 
rect or indirect access to In- 
dian reservation land, Indian 
trust and fee land, restricted 
Indian land and Native Alaska 
villages. 

Schrader continued that 
each year the Nation works 
with officials from throughout 
the 14 county area planning 
and prioritizing projects. He 
explained that each year, the 
division’s goal is to allocate 
60 percent of its efforts to 
tribal projects (road improve- 
ments designed to most bene- 
fit tribal members) and 40 
percent to co-op projects that 
involve working with the 
county and other agencies. 

He stressed that the amount of 
money the Nation receives is 
driven by how many roads are 
on the Nation’s BIA Road In- 
ventory List that is made up 
of state, county, township and 
tribal roads. He stated that in 
2010 the Nation completed 
nine projects (including im- 
provements done near Ho- 
Chunk Gaming-Nekoosa with 
federal stimulus money) and 
that in 2011 the goal is to 
complete 11 projects. Cur- 
rently the BIA Roads Division 
has allotted and set aside 
money for seven tribal and 
five co-op projects. Those 
projects include: 


• County Hwy K in Jackson 
County 

• County Hwy G in Mon- 
roe/Juneau Counties 

• County Highway Q in 
Shawano County 

• Kickapoo Valley Bridge in 
Vernon County 

• Lreedom Road in Monroe 
County 

• Eureka Road in Monroe 
County 

• Winneshiek property in 
Jackson County 

• West Bauer Road in Jack- 
son County 

• Castle Mound Road in 
Jackson County 

• Low Cloud Road in Jack- 
son County 

• Shady Lane in Sauk 
County 

When the BIA Roads Divi- 
sion considers a project, a de- 
cision will now be made using 
a rating system that will take 
into account a number of fac- 
tors, including current safety 
concerns and the accident his- 
tory of the road. Studies will 
help determine if the road or 
structure is structurally defi- 
cient and/or functionally ob- 
solete. Lor example, in some 
cases, a road’s curves may 
need to be realigned or inter- 
sections along the road need 
to be improved. 

Schrader continued that as 
part of the selection process, 
the Roads Division also con- 
siders what Ho-Chunk Nation 
facilities are near or on the 
road being considered for im- 
provements. Priority is given 
to medical and dental clinics, 
Head Start facilities and 
schools, elder and community 
centers, villages, cultural and 
religious sites, administration 
buildings. 

Schrader added that along 
with completing nine projects 
in 2010, the Nation’s BIA 
Roads Division played a key 
role in a dispute that eventu- 
ally was resolved in the Na- 
tion’s favor. 

When planning to improve 
the intersection of Shady 
Lane and White Eagle Road 


near the House of Wellness, 
the Nation was told it would 
be responsible for the cost as- 
sociated with moving utility 
lines in the area and chal- 
lenged that decision. The Pub- 
lic Service Commission later 
ruled that the Nation is a pub- 
lic entity and that the utility 
company was responsible for 
the cost of any utility work 
needed to improve the road. 
“It was a significant ruling,” 
Schrader said. In addition to 
saving the Nation approxi- 
mately $ 400,000 on the proj- 
ect which is now scheduled to 
begin this year, he believes 
the ruling will have a positive 
effect on the Nation and other 
tribes in the future. 

Throughout Ho-Chunk 
Country, County Highway 
Commissioners credit the Na- 


tion for being good neighbors 
and using BIA money to im- 
prove the roads for everyone. 
Lollowing the recent Highway 
Commissioners Meeting held 
in Tomah, three county offi- 
cials wrote Schrader and 
noted the important role the 
Nation’s BIA Roads Division 
has played in making their 
roads safer. 

Douglas Passineau of Wood 
County stated “the BIA has 
spent and continues to spend, 
a lot of money at the county 
level. Those funds, and our 
relationship with the BIA, 
would be extremely important 
to us in times of plenty but are 
even more so during the lean 
budgets under which we all 
operate right now. Your assis- 
tance in helping us to achieve 
our current and future goals is 


invaluable.” 

Randy Anderson of Jackson 
County wrote; “It truly im- 
presses me that Rep. (Greg) 
Littlejohn takes time out of 
his busy schedule to welcome 
and address us participants. I 
believe these meetings are 
very beneficial to all that par- 
ticipate and help create a 
tighter bond between the 
counties, the BIA and the Ho- 
Chunk Nation.” 

Dennis Weiss of Juneau 
County thanked the Nation 
and the BIA for helping fund 
road improvement projects in 
Juneau County. “We know 
that without the financial help 
your organization gives us, 
this would be difficult, if not 
impossible, for us to budget 
for.” 


Social Security 
payroll tax cut 
for 2011 

Payroll Tax Holiday reduces 
tax by two percent

As part of changes authorized in the Tax 
Relief, Unemployment Insurance Reautho- 
rization and Job Creation Act passed by 
Congress last year, beginning on January 1 , 
2011 , most workers can expect to see larger 
paychecks. 

The employees’ share of the Social Secu- 
rity Tax, previously paid at a rate of 6.2 per- 
cent by both the employer and the employee 


has been reduced to 4.2 percent for 2011. 

A spokesperson for the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Payroll Department said employees will see 
the difference in their first paycheck of 
2011 .

On May 5, 2009, registered 
Ho-Chunk voters who partici- 
pated in a BIA sponsored Sec- 
retarial Election changed the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Constitu- 
tion. Among the changes was 
the approval of an amendment 
that requires anyone seeking a 
seat on the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Legislature after June 20, 

2009 possess a four-year col- 
lege degree from an accred- 


ited institution of higher 
learning. 

Passed by a vote of 217-168 
Amendment D is a response 
to Resolution #11 passed at 
the 2004 General Council. At 
that time, members voted 
614-588 with 90 abstentions, 
that their elected legislators 
hold a college degree. 

The scheduled March 8 
General Primary Election 
marks the first time the educa- 
tion requirement will be a part 


of the certification process by 
the Ho-Chunk Nation Elec- 
tion Board. 

Constitutional Article V, 
Section 7 states “Members of 
the Legislature shall be at 
least twenty five (25) years 
old and eligible to vote and 
shall possess a four-year bac- 
calaureate degree conferred 
by an accredited institution of 
higher education.” 

Those that still hold a duly 
elected Legislative seat do not 


need to meet the new require- 
ment until the next election 
cycle when their seats become 
vacant. The current legisla- 
tors who terms expire this 
year and who do not meet the 
new constitutional require- 
ment will not be certified as 
candidates by the Ho-Chunk 
Election Board. This includes 
anyone seeking to fill the seat 
as a write-in candidate. 

The Legislative seats sched- 
uled to be contested on March 


8 and the current legislators 
filling the seat include: Dis- 
trict 1 -Clarence Pettibone, 
District 2-Roberta Decorah, 
District 3- Lawrence Walker, 
Jr., District 4-Dan Brown and 
District 5-Kathyleen Lone 
Tree Whiterabbit. 

On January 10, the Election 
Board confirmed that there 
were candidates nominated in 
all districts. The Board ex- 
pects to complete the certifi- 
cation process by Lebruary 6.

Using new technology and 
teaching tools, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Language Division is 
continuing its effort to help 
tribal members and others 
learn the language by gather- 
ing the materials needed to 
help today’s learners pass on 
their knowledge to future gen- 
erations. 

This past year, the staff has 
been working in conjunction 
with school districts on mak- 
ing a standardized curriculum 
that could be used with ex- 
pansion of classes to areas 
such as: Black River Falls, 

WI Dells, Tomah, and the 
Nekoosa charter school. 

In 2010, Curriculum Devel- 
oper Toree Jones M.ED was 
hired by the Language Divi- 
sion to help give the academic 
background needed to make 
the expansion possible. Cur- 
rently Ho-Chunk 1 is offered 
live at Black River Falls High 
School and at the same time is 
viewed via Interactive TV by 
learners attending Wisconsin 
Dells High School. Live 
classes are held at Tomah 
High School and the Nekoosa 
charter school. Current teach- 
ers include Master Speakers 
and the Division is working to 


get those speakers and future 
teachers certified by the State 
of Wisconsin Department of 
Public Instruction. Jones 
added that a syllabus has been 
approved whereby the DPI 
would recognize teaching of 
Ho-Chunk just like they do 
any foreign language. She 
explained that all the teachers 
are using the same materials 
and share a standardized cur- 
riculum. “We’ve got everyone 
on the same page,” she said. 
She added the Division is 
looking to expand the pro- 
gram to the elementary and 
middle school levels. 

The Language Division is 
excited to see the growth of 
the daycare as producing the 
first generation of Hoocqk 
speakers since the 1950’s. The 
daycare, held at the Whirling 
Thunder Ranch setting pro- 
vides an immersion setting to 
make this possible. Teacher 
Chloris Lowe, Sr. assisted by 
Language Apprentices, is 
teaching the language to six 
students ranging from eight 
months to four years old four 
days a week. Parents or 
guardians of the children are 
also required to take language 
classes and are encouraged to 
speak the language at home. 

Currently the Language Di- 
vision is working on an ANA 
grant on the 4 seasons in 


order to gather materials. 

With the efforts of the elder 
speakers in the community, 
the Division is looking for- 
ward to new material being 
made. In order for this to hap- 
pen, there is a need from 
the community on photos, 
knowledge of crafts, and 
stories. 

Now available to everyone, 
the Language Division’s web- 
site is being further developed 
for those that are in the outlin- 
ing areas without speakers 
and this will be an ongoing 
project. Those interested are 
encouraged to check out the 
Language Division’s website 
at www.hocak.info. Lan- 
guage Division Graphic Artist 
Dianne Low said the site 
“gets about 100,000 hits a 
month worldwide,” an indica- 


tion that the interest is there. 
She believes that making the 
site more accessible has cre- 
ated an interest. She added 
that because speaking foreign 
or different languages is be- 
coming more acceptable, she 


is convinced that more people 
want to learn Ho-Chunk and 
more people are speaking it in 
everyday conversation. “It’s 
growing. It’s exciting.”

31 , 2010 will not be eligible 
to play.

Relative placement is so important

The safety of children is of 
primary focus for the HCN 
Child and Family Services 
Division. When a child’s 
safety is at risk, due to alcohol 
or drug addictions, mental 
health diagnoses, or other 
challenges their parents are 
facing, then out of home 
placement 
may be neces- 
sary. When 
children are 
removed from 
the home, CFS 
first looks at 
fit and willing 
relatives to 
provide care 
for the chil- 
dren. Relative 
placement in 
general, provides children 
under the legal custody of 
HCN Child and Family Serv- 
ices, the opportunity to re- 
main with extended family 
rather than being placed in a 
non-relative placement or fos- 
ter care. Relative placement 
reduces the trauma of children 
being removed from the care 


of their parents when parents 
cannot safely provide care 
themselves. 

Relative care of children is 
an important and integral part 
of both the Ho-Chunk culture 
and the kinship system. With- 
out this important aspect of 
kinship, so many traditions 
could be lost, as well as the 
identity of the Ho-Chunk chil- 
dren. Most relative place- 
ments allow the child to 
remain in their 
home community 
and school, which 
allows them to 
maintain existing 
relationships. Rel- 
ative placement 
also provides an 
ease of parent-child 
visitation. 

CFS wishes to 
thank all of the rel- 
atives who are car- 
ing for the children who are 
not currently being raised by 
their parents. If you are inter- 
ested in becoming a Relative 
Placement or a Placement 
Parent, please contact Jackie

Parents are required to have 
Federal Criminal Background

Radon is a naturally occurring radioactive gas that 
when in the outdoor environment is harmless. 

Radon gas is formed during the natural decay of 
uranium in soils and rock. Radon can accumulate to 
higher more dangerous levels when trapped in your 
home. It enters the home through small cracks and 
crevices in your foundations or other openings such 
as a sump. 

Radon has been found in elevated levels in homes 
in every state. No area of the country is free from 
the risk. The gas was first studied when uranium 
miners were exposed to high levels during the min- 
ing process. 

Why should my family be concerned about 
radon? Radon gas exposure is the second leading 
cause of lung cancer deaths. It is estimated that it is 


Three new 
Ford Fusion 
Hybrids 
arrive

The Division of Transportation is on the track to a 
greener world. We have recently added 3 Ford Fu- 
sion Hybrids to the fleet. This is an effort to con- 
serve the natural resources and preserve the 
environment. The history behind the hybrid move- 
ment for the Ho-Chunk Nation really began in 2009 
when hybrids continued growing in popularity. 

The Transportation Division started on the green 
initiative by trying out the 2010 Honda Insight. The 
Honda Company released the first Insight Model in 
1999, which was also the first hybrid car to be intro- 
duced to the U.S. mass market. The Division of 
Transportation now has 5 Ford Fusion Hybrids in ad- 
dition to the original 2010 Honda Insight. 

The Ford Fusion Hybrids offer an MPG of 41/36 
(City/Highway) which surpasses the standard Ford 
Fusion’s MPG of 23/33. HCN Business Project 
Manager, Cindy Thundercloud feels, “The hybrids 
offer awesome gas mileage. They save us money 
which is important especially now with the prices of 
gas going up. Hybrids are the way to go. Fleet driv- 
ers need to get past brand loyalty and focus on the 
savings and economics.” 

The hybrids also provide a feature known as Silent 
Key Start. Which means that the car may be com- 
pletely silent after the engine is started; there is a 
Ready to Drive indicator light on the driving display. 
This light lets you know that the car is ready to go. 

HCN District V Legislator, Kathy Lonetree-Whit- 
erabbit states, “I think the hybrids have come a long 
way since they started. I like the hybrids because 
they are a quiet, clean ride. They handle very well.” 
Jennifer Keames, HCN Federal Programs Director 
says, “I think the hybrids are awesome. I want one. 
They handle really well and they are easy on gas.” 

The new technology adds a new dimension to the 
Division. HCN Transportation Mechanic, Mark 
Potaracke advises, “The reason you buy hybrids is to 
save money. Hybrids save money as long as you 
drive them as you’re supposed to with smooth accel- 
erations, steady and constant speeds with no rapid 
accelerations.” This is a very exciting venture for 
the Transportation Division. This change is a posi- 
tive step towards a better, brighter, and greener fu- 
ture. 



responsible for about 21 ,000 cases of lung cancer 
each year in the United States. Radon gas exposure 
is 25 times more dangerous if you smoke. 

How can I protect my family? It’s easy start by 
testing your home! It is recommended that all 
homes be tested at least using a short term charcoal 
test kit. This kit is very simple to use and can be 
found at local hardware stores or through the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Department of Environmental Health. 
Simply open the kit and place the unit on the lowest 
living level of your home in a location away from 
doors, windows, and vents. Package the test kit unit 
up in the prepaid envelope after 72 hours and send it 
to the laboratory for analysis. The Environmental 
Protection Agency recommends that homes tested 
above 4.0 pCi/L should be evaluated by the Envi- 
ronmental Health Department. The home may re- 
quire long term testing or possibly remediation. 

Existing homes can be remediated by creating ad- 
ditional ventilation for the radon gas to exit your 
home along with sealing up all cracks and crevices 
in the basement of your home. New homes can also 
be built using radon resistant construction tech- 
niques which include using approved grading mate- 
rials, installation of soil gas collection system, 
proper sheeting, proper sealing of foundations, and 
ventilation pipes. 

It’s important to your health and the health of your 
family, test, fix, save a life!

January 2011: 

Glaucoma Awareness Month 

Early detection means vision protection 



The picture illustrates what happens on the inside of 
the eye when a person gets glaucoma. Glaucoma is 
caused by slow fluid drainage that builds up on the 
eye and damages the optic nerve.

A silent disease is taking 
away the sight of millions of 
Americans. It’s called glau- 
coma and it can slowly reduce 
eyesight and may cause blind- 
ness. 

Glaucoma is a group of dis- 
eases that can damage the 
optic nerve. The most com- 
mon form is primary open- 


angle glaucoma (POAG). An 
estimated 2.2 million Ameri- 
cans have been diagnosed 
with POAG and an additional 
2 million have glaucoma and 
don’t know it. 

There are often no symp- 
toms or pain associated with 
the onset of glaucoma. As it 
progresses, a person may no- 
tice his or her side vision de- 
creasing. 

As the glaucoma worsens, 
the field of vision narrows 
and blindness may result. 

Dr. Paul A. Sieving, director 
of vision research at the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health, 


said, “Vision lost because of 
glaucoma cannot be restored, 
which is why early detection 
is so important. If glaucoma 
is detected early, there is 
treatment available to slow or 
stop vision loss and reduce 
the risk of blindness.” 

Glaucoma can be detected 
through a dilated eye exam. A 
dilated eye exam allows an 
eye care professional to see 
inside the eye to check for 
signs of glaucoma and other 
vision problems. Treatment 
options for glaucoma include 
medicines, laser surgery, con- 
ventional surgery, or a combi- 
nation of any of these. 

While anyone can get glau- 
coma, the National Eye Insti- 
tute (NEI) encourages those at 
higher risk to get a dilated eye 
exam every one to two years. 
Individuals at higher risk in- 
clude African Americans over 
age 40; everyone over age 60, 
especially Mexican Ameri- 
cans; and people with a fam- 
ily history of glaucoma. NEI, 
one of the Federal govern- 
ment’s National Institutes of 
Health, conducts and supports 
research that leads to sight- 
saving treatments and plays a 
key role in reducing visual 
impairment. 

To help spread the message 
about glaucoma in January, 
NEI has developed a series of 


e-cards that people can send 
as reminders about the impor- 
tance of dilated eye exams in 
reducing the risk of vision 
loss. For more information 
about glaucoma or to send an 
e-card to family members or 
friends at risk for glaucoma, 
visit the NEI Website at 
w ww.nei .nih .gov/glaucoma. 


“If you are at higher risk for 
glaucoma, a dilated eye exam 
is key to protecting your vi- 
sion. Contact your local eye 
care professional and make an 
appointment for a dilated eye 
exam today,” Dr. Sieving 
urged. “Encourage friends 
and loved ones to do the 
same.”

Following his serving in the United States Army and working in private in- 
dustry, an industrial accident gave Tom the opportunity to attend Chippewa 
Valley Technical College, where he earned an Associate’s Degree in Records 
Management. 

He began his “third career” 
with the Nation in January 
1993 and is credited with 
starting and organizing the 
Nation’s Record Division, 
now recognized as one of the 
best in Indian Country.

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Luther Lonetree retires 
30 years of police work

Wisconsin bom and raised 
tribal member Luther Lone- 
tree has retired after dedicat- 
ing 30 years of police service 
to the Fort Smith Police De- 
partment. He attended grade 
school in Portage and later 
moved to Wisconsin Dells 
when he was a freshman in 
high school. After graduating 
high school in 1969 he at- 
tended several colleges and 
achieved over 187 college 
credits. 

On December 15, 1980 he 
was hired as a patrol officer 
for the Fort Smith Police De- 
partment in Arkansas. This 
began his 30 year career with 
the Fort Smith Police Depart- 
ment. 

In 1984 Luther was pro- 
moted to Corporal in charge 
of training new officers. Dur- 
ing the following years he 
continued furthering his s ki lls 
to include certification in la- 


tent finger printing and was 
later chosen for the Police Of- 
ficer of the Year Award. 

In 1988 he was promoted to 
the detective division and 
worked all major crimes from 
breaking and entering to 
homicide. He also became an 
Arkansas Law Enforcement 
Training officer. In 1990 he 
became an expert witness and 
testified in circuit court, state 
and federal court. 

In 1991 Lonetree was pro- 
moted to Sergeant and was 
the Supervisor of Investiga- 
tions. In this division he 
worked at all major crime 
scenes and assisted law en- 
forcement in Arkansas and in 
Oklahoma. He was also pub- 
lished in the Journal of Foren- 
sic Sciences. Then in 1998 he 
was entitled with International 
for Identification Certified 
Latent Fingerprint Examiner. 
In 1998 there were less than 
600 people internationally 
that held this title.

Throughout his years of 
service Luther states he has 
worked on over 15-25 homi- 
cide cases, 400-500 breaking 
and entering, and 400-500 
burglaries and has investi- 
gated over 1200 deaths. Three 
of his cases were on Americas 
Most Wanted, and two were 
on Cold Case Files. 

Now that Luther has retired 
he states, “I plan on doing 
contract work for law en- 
forcement and the FBI.” 
Luther has attained top secret 
clearance, meaning he can 
work on high profile cases. 
When asked what he enjoyed 
the most throughout his 30 
years he replied, “I enjoyed 
being able to find the smallest 
amount of evidence, either a 
fingerprint or a single strand 
of hair that would put a crimi- 
nal behind bars.”

Ho-Chunk tribal member and vet- 
eran, Greg Greendeer, has spent the 
last 13 years serving with the Menom- 
inee Tribal Police. Born and raised in 
Chicago, IL, Greendeer is the Kunu of 
eight, including Jon, Michelle, Saman- 
tha, Marcus, Cherokee, Jessie, and 
Verna. His parents are Elaina (Ho- 
Chunk) and George Greendeer 
(Oneida). 

Not knowing what he wanted to be 
when he grew up, Greendeer attended 
the University of Wisconsin Green 
Bay for 2 years and then enlisted into 
the United States Army in 1990 (after 
the start of the Gulf War and invasion 
of Iraq). He completed Basic Training 
at Fort Benning, Georgia and was a 
part of the 1st battalion 19 infantry. 

After serving active duty, Greendeer 
transferred to a National Guard Unit 
in 1991 and worked with a Mecha- 
nized Infantry Unit. Serving a total of 
10 years, Greendeer finished his term 
in 2001. 

While in the Guard, Greendeer at- 
tended school at the Northwestern 
Technical College in Green Bay. He 
said he wanted to be happy with work 
and he worked many types of jobs but 
said he didn’t get the challenge he was 
looking for. While attending NWTC 
and working odd end jobs, a friend of 
his, who was in the Police Science 
program at NWTC, was mistaken for 
a gang member and killed. At that 
time, that individual’s father was the 
Chief of Police for the Menominee 
Tribal Police. Greendeer stated it 
opened his eyes and some people told 
him he would be good at being a po- 
lice officer. His first thought was, 
“yeah right,” but it got him moving in 
the right direction and he refocused 
and began taking classes in Police Sci- 
ence. 

In order to fulfill his graduation re- 
quirement, Greendeer interned with 
the Green Bay Police Department in 


the summer of 1998. That fall, he re- 
ceived his Associates Degree in Crim- 
inal Justice from NWTC and 
immediately began working for the 
Menominee Tribal Police Department. 
He started as a basic patrol officer but 
within his first year he was promoted 
to Corporal. Currently, with 13 years 
under his belt, Greendeer now has the 
title of Sergeant for the Menominee 
tribal police. 

Greendeer is also a field training of- 
ficer assigned to training new officers 
and supervises the night and weekend 
officers. He also updates the Chief of 
Police and Detectives on current 
cases. Often times he will remain on 
the crime scene, especially if the FBI 
is contacted, because a lot of his work 
is within a Federal jurisdiction. 

Because he took photography 
classes in college and has additional 
training at the State Crime Lab in 
Wausau, Greendeer often takes pic- 
tures at the crime scene. He has been 
certified by the Federal Law Enforce- 
ment Training Center, Department of 
Justice, FBI, State Crime Lab and 
Wisconsin Tech College. 

Today, Greendeer is married to Eliz- 
abeth Greendeer (Chippewa from the 
Sioux St. Marie tribe) and has two 
young kids (Logan and Sophia). Al- 
though he works nights and weekends, 
he loves his job and is still able to 
spend quality time with his family. 

Greendeer mentioned that this type 
of work does affect your way of think- 
ing. In ways he has helped people in 
life changing ways that he was un- 
aware of until some years down the 
road when those individuals have ap- 
proached him and let him know that 
he opened their eyes to better their fu- 
ture. He said, “It’s not an easy job. 
Some you can help and some you 
don’t. Career wise, it’s not the easiest 
of jobs but it’s something that when 
you make a career out of it you make 
it very fulfilling.”
